will undoubtedly entail. In Ireland,

POSTAL STATISTICS. 


The number of pieces cf matter cf all 


lands mailed increased from 500,000 in 
1790 to 7.424,390,520 in 1901. 


The first year's issue of postal cards, 


1ST.',, numbered :-Jl,UU4-,000, while in 
1001 (£0,G14,S(X> were issued. 


In 1805 money orders to the amount 


of §1,3GO,1£J were issued, while iu 1U01 
tho total amounted to $274,5^,007. 


In 1S53, the year -in which stamped 


envelopes were first issued, 5,000,000 
were used, while in 1001 the total was 


The registry system was started in 


1S55, and in that year the registered 
pieces numbered 620,322. In 1001 they 
numbered 20,814,501. 


From .Tune 30, 1847, to June 80. 1851, 


4,003,200 postage stamps were issued, 
while in tho single year 1901 4,320,- 
27:;,t;9(5 stamps were used by the. peo- 
ple of. the "United States. 


In 17SG there were only seveuty-fiv2 


postoffices established, the length ot 
the post; routes being 2,275 miles and 
the gross revenue of the department 
being only -$7,510. The expenditures 
were $7,560. 


There were in 1901 70,504 postofliccs 


in operation, 511. SOS miles ot" post 
routes, 40G,14G,Or»9 miles of mail serv- 
ice pel-formed. The gross revenues of 
the department were 9111,031,193, the 
expenditures $115,030,007.

dles the milk. In order to make a jine 
flavored butter the u'.ilk must be in 
^rst class condition when taken imo. 
the ert-aasery. There ai-e some, how- 
ever, who get good milk and Then <-au- 
EOt make a lirst class arik-1^ of !»mU-r. 
Of such it must be said the fault is not 
in the milk, but iu the man or his tools. 
If llie butiermaker has his creamery 
disinfected with antiseptic, which i^ . 
applied muscle and brush, he can in 
that way prevent the development of 
foreign germ life. The creara should 
be ripened by giving it the desired 
amount of acid and no more. J churn 
the cream at 30 c. c., at a temperature 
of 54 to 56 degrees. 


\Ve have many complaints that the 


butter comes soft at a temperature of 
T4 to 56 degrees. My experience with 


fferent churns has been that in the 


>rocess of churning the temperature 


ns higher, varying from 2 to 5 de- 
ees. My way of testing the churn is 


o put about the same amount of wa- 
r as I have cream to churn, take the 


:eruperature and churn about as lon^ 


1 do the cream, then take the tein- 


oratnre again, and this tells uie the 
:emperature the cream should be when 
ut into the churn. 
The salting and wortins the butter 


another important matter. 
Many 


utter makers hold to the theory that 
be quicker it is salted and worked so 
much the better will be the quality of 
the product. This is a mistake. The 
alt must have time to do its work. 
York the butter about a minute, then 
at it stand, sibortt* fifteen; after this 
ake out a saraph* on a ladle, examine 
t closei}', and you will find a drop of 
buttermilk and \rater hanging to each 
kernel of salt. Work it again for an- 
other minute and let it stand another 
Bfteen; then take out a chunk, and 
you will find that the drop of butter- 
milk aud .water has increased in size. 
Butter should be worked about five 
minutes and not to exceed one rninuta 
at any time. By this method the salt 
has plenty of time to do its work and 
take the most of the unnecessary but- 
termilk and water out of the butter. 
In the matter of rancid butter my ex-, 
perience teaches me that the trouble 
lies in the butter containing too much 
buttermilk and being poorly packed. 


The causes of mottles are many. They 


may be caused by not properly strain^ 
Ing the cream. Another cause is wash- 
ing the butter with water which is not 


" the same temperature as the butter/ 


If .we were to raise a heifer calf to 


make a dairy cow, the first tiling would 
be to select the calf from some cow 
that was productive of milk or butter, 
whichever we decided that we wished 
to make our main product. We would 
want the sire of the calf a pure bred 
animal from a family that was produce 
tive in the same line. If we could have 
the cow also pure bred, we should like 
it better, and often men who have such 
good cows, keeping them because they 
like n good cow, and not caring to 
raise up a herd, are willing to sell the 
calves at a nominal price or even to 
give them away.—=• 


Probably tho best Jersey cow that 


ever stood in Massachusetts was given 
array as a calf, as the party who 
owned her mother did not want to 
raise a calf.- And the man who did 
raise her refused $5,000 for her. 


If we could be sure that the cow was 


well nourished while she was carrying 
the calf, but not kept too fat, it would 
suit us all the better, for we believe 
that the calf can be stunted by poor 
nourishment before birth as well aa 
afterward. 


We never want to see a paunchy or 


pot bellied calf. We like the cow to 
have a capacious body that she may 
have plenty of room for her food, but it 
Is time enough to develop tbat when 
she begins raising calves. If the calf 


Cets too large a belly, we think;it 
checks the growth. We want to build 
up the framework first, then put on the 
flesh and spread out the form. 


We liked when we kept Jersey cows 


to have them come fresh when from 
eighteen to twenty-one months old. 
The Holstein and the beef breeds 
might well be left ft Httle longer, 
though we would not return to the oid 
custom that prevailed when we were 
young of not .allowing a heifer to drop 
her calf until'three years old. It is 
true that some of those three-year-olds 
were not as large or as mature as the 
heifers are now at half that age, but if 
they chanced to have a fairly good pas- 
ture they would put on fat, to the loss 
of milk production. They were kept 
three years without yielding any prof- 
it, nnd many of them did not in tho 
next three either. They were scarcely 
good for ton quarts of milk a day or 
150 pounds of butter in a year.—Amer- 
ican Cultivator. 


Won't Sell Uciit Cnlvn. 


The high price for meat results In 


tho feoding of many calves for the 
butchet. At such times It is quite a 
profitable business, but it should bo 
properly pursued. Farmers should not 
be induced to sell tholr most promising 
hclfer.JCalvcii for this purpose oven nt 
good prices, for they uhould be worth 
much more on the farm for cows. or. If 
not ftU are wanted, they would null very 
readily either ns belters or cows to 
tttOM yrip <U«lM MRirior »took. -

In furnace heated 


houses a hot water pipe in connection 
will serve the purpose, when moisture 
must also be provided. The lower fig- 
ure explains the interior airaugement, 
the tiers of such es being adapted to a 
great variety of plants, the upper one 
especially to starting cuttings and seed- 
lings in the earlj spring. 


A very neat and substantial plaut- 


.roorn is shown in the second cut pro- 
viding for a large collection of plants 
and at a comparatively small cost since 
it forms an addition to the dwelling. 
A south exposure should be chosen, 
giving the plants the benefits of a 
greenhouse. The next best place for it 
Is an east side, with one end even with 
the south lUie of the dwelling or, bet- 
ter still, projecting the width of a sash. 
With a glass roof it would still bo well 
lighted. Its sills should be placed on 
the foundation, well imbedded in a 
layer of cement to prevent the.cold air 
from getting under the floor, and it Is 
wls.e to lay a double floor.

Tomato Cntchnp. 


With a damp cloth wipe half a bush- 


el of ripe tomatoes and remove the 
cores if hard. Put in n preserving ket- 
tle over the fire with a pint and a half 
of boiling water, six medium sized on- 
ions, chopped, and a handful of peach 
leaves. Cook until tho tomatoes arc 
quite soft, then strain through a fine 
meshed colander or coarse sieve, press- 
ing lightly. Return the liquor to the 
kettle, add a quart of strong cider vine- 
gar and tho following spices well 
blended: An ounce each of ground all- 
spice, pepper, mustard cloves and a 
nutmeg, grated. Mix the spice with a 
pound of light brown sugar to which 
has been added half a pint of salt. Add 
this mixture to the contents of the ket- 
tle and boll, contlnnafy stirring, an 
hour or longer, until sufficiently thick 
to pour slowly. Bottle and seal the 
catchup.

ward, on the second piece of braid, 
fare must be taken to keep tho tv\o 
lines of braid exactly the same dis- 
tance apart throughout.

bone is worked on a material In this 
way, but very compactly, we get Cre- 
tan plait stitch, which looks much 
uioro elaborate than it Is in reality, so 
great a change is made by simply 
changing tho position of the needle. 


All housekeepers are or should be 


familiar with the ordinary blanket 
stitch. 
Fig. 3 sketches a variety of 


tin's that is valuable for finishing the 
edges of cloth or serge table covers, 
sofa rugs and similar articles. Here 
we have three rows of buttonholing, 
which look best when they arc worked 
with thread or wool in three shades of 
one color. The innermost row of but- 
tonholing must be worked first, and it 
'must be placed at such a distance with- 
in the edge that the third and last row 
sets along the margin of the material. 
The sketch plainly shows how the sec- 
ond sot of stitches Is placed within 
and below the tlrst, the spikes being 
rather lower than those first worked 
and at their left hand side. The num- 
ber of rows of buttonhole stitches may 
be increased Indefinitely, but tliree or 
at most five are generally considered 
enough. 


For Trifling Faults of the Skin. 
Trifling faults of the skiu may be 


concealed when it Is desired to wear 
evening dress by n judicious nse of 
cold cream and powder. The neck and 
arms should be covered first with the 
cream, which then should be removed 
with a soft linen cloth. Powder then 
must be applied liberally and carefully 
brushed oft'. If there are hollows in tho 
nock, the powder must be used in them 
with some additional lauslmess.
